The cost of living follows the wages 
-of labor. The civil employer has had 
‘to meet the proper demands of labor 
for a higher standard of living than was 
satisfactory to the artisan of twenty 

rs ago, salaries of executives which 
twenty years ago would seem fabulous 
are common now. This has resulted in 
a higher cost of production and natu- 
rally a higher selling price of the prod- 
-uet. Increased transportation costs, 
largely due to the wage demands of 
the railway brotherhoods, have in- 
creased the cost of distribution. The 
consumer has to pay the bill, and the 
circles of increased wages continually 
expand from the commotion created by 
the first stone thrown in the wage pool. 
The constant agitation for shorter hours 
with no reduction in the weekly wage 
wecludes any possibility of a reduc- 

ion in living costs in the future. 
Civilian Employees. 

In each navy yard or other govern- 
ment plant the wages of civil employes 
‘are based on wages of similar trades in 
the vicinity. At the’ Washington Navy 
Yard there has been an average in- 
‘¢rease of 114 per cent in the wages of 
clerks, mechanics and laborers over 
what was paid to employes in similar 
‘positions in 1908. The government has 
had to pay the increased wages of em- 
ployes of civil concerns and transpor- 
tation companies in the cost of material 
purchased. It is therefore apparent 
that the increased appropriations for 
the military establishments are in a 

rge measure due to conditions outside 
the service. 

Considerable apprehension has been 
aroused by the probable cost of the pay 
Tecommended by the board. Although 
it may seem large, we trust that the 

ingress will realize that we have been 

ng more-than our share of the 
cost of maintaining the material part 
of the military establishments, because 
tre has been a constantly rising price 
‘paid for commodities and labor for 
frely maintenance purposes for which 
Civilian taxpayer has been compen- 
Sated in the cycle of higher wages.

GINCE I have become a public officer of the United States as the Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Navy, I have had exceptional opportunities for 
coming into close and personal contact with the officer and enlisted per- 


My recent inspection trip to the Pacific Coast, Honolulu and Alaska en- 
abled me to carefully inspect all types of our forces afloat and all of our 
shore activities in that section of the country. 


The outstanding impression that still remains with me is the effi- 
ciency of our personnel and their constant desire to improve the service. 
But I was frankly astounded to learn that, notwithstanding the great in- 
crease in the cost of living since 1908, which conservatively estimated has 
been over 100 per cent, the pay of naval officers in particular has remained 


It is amazing to me to learn that the salary of a captain in command 
of and solely responsible for the safety of a $35,000,000 battleship is only 
$600 per month; that the salary of an admiral in command of a division of 
four battleships valued at $140,000,000 is practically the same as that of a 


It is inconceivable to me that officers directly responsible to this country 
for our national defense and in charge of. such valuable property should 
receive these inadequate salaries; éspecially so when executives in the 
business world, having responsibilities not comparable with those of a 
naval officer, receive three and four times these salaries.

Reserve Division Bill 


Supported by R. O. A. 





EMPHATIC support of the James- 
Reed Reserve division bill was given 
by the executive committee of the Re- 
serve Officers Association of the United 
States meeting in Washington, October 
9: The committee made-it plain that it 
favored definite legislative support for 
a program looking toward: the entrench- 
ment of reserve officers in the adminis- 
trative. scheme of national defense. 

While no direct mention was made of 
it in the resolution adopted, the com- 
mittee was strongly opposed to the 
movement in the War Department to 
give the Reserves an improved status 
through an executive order. It is felt 
that such a step would make the status 
of the reserves more precarious than 
at present as it could be rescinded at 
any time. Nothing less than definite 
legislation will meet with the approval 
of the committee. 

Another resolution was adopted de- 
claring that it is against the interest of 
the Reserve Officers’ Association for it 
or any department or chapter to inter- 
fere in the matter of individual promo- 
tion in the regular Army or appoint- 
ment in the War Department or take 
any action for the advancement of the 
personal interest of any person or 
group other than to give advice or as- 
sistance to Reserve Officers in the cor- 
rection of injustices or remedying of 
conditions affecting the morale of the 
service. 

Another important resolution was 
adopted in which it was set forth that 
the Association asserts its intention to 
cooperate with the Air Reserve officers 
in any way and invited them to sub- 
mit to the national organization a 
statement of their needs so that that 
body. might work for the betterment of 
the Air Corps Reserve. 

The committee also voted to give its 
most forcible efforts in support of Na- 
i Defense.

Stage Set for Naval 
Parley in England 


By M. H. McINTYRE 

With the good-will visit of Premier 

MacDonald over, the ~ heart-to- 
heart discussions between him and the 
President, that ran the gamut of prob- 
lems that might threaten amicable re- 
lations between the two countries they 
represented, finished and the long- 
awaited call to the other powers ex- 
tended, the stage is once again being 
set for a five-power conference as 
broad in scope as the historical gather- 
ing in Washington in 1921. 

From the phraseology of the invita- 
tion sent out from London, approved 
in its final form by this government, it 
appears that the conference set for the 
third week in January, while substi- 
tuted for the 1931 gathering provided 
for in the Washington agreement, will 
be in fact a “preliminary conference,” 
the result of which “will facilitate the 
task of the League of Nations Prepara- 
tory Commission and of the subsequent 
general disarmament conference.” 

Includes All Types 

In spite of the proviso in the invita- 
tion “that there is no inclination in any 
quarter to set up new machinery for 
dealing with the naval disarmament 
question,” the call provides for a dis- 
cussion of all types of ships and an- 
nounces agreement between the United 
States and Great. Britain on four basic 
principles. . 1. The Kellogg Peace Pact 
is regarded as the starting point. 2. 
Parity in all classes of ships, to be 
reached by the end of 1936.. 3. Recon- 
sideration of battleship replacement 
programs, with a view .to reduction. 
4. Total abolition of submarines. 

So far as Great Britain and the 
United States are concerned, complete 
agreement in principle is announced. 
No mention is made specifically of the 
cruiser situation but the existing gap 
can be bridged over in the opinion of 
civilian leaders: .Obviously the tenta- 
tive understanding is predicated on the 
cooperation of the three other naval 
powers. Just how far they will have 
to go to make the agreement an ac- 
cepted accomplishment is still a moot 
question and there is little to predicate

Let us see what the current military 
and naval protection is co the -na- 
tion. The estimated total gove ntal 
expenditures for the fiscal year 1930 
is $3,780,719,647.. Of this sym just 
$331,388,442 in sppropeietios, or 8.76 
per cent, goes to military establish- 
ment, and $378,879,067, or 10.02 per 
cent to the Naval establishment. A to- 
tal expenditure of $710,267,509 for mil- 
itary and naval protection. 

How different this total percentage 
of 18.78 is from the 70 to 82 per cent 
talked of so freely by those who would 
make gargantauns of our armed 
forces! 

Figured on the basis of the 1929 ap- 
propriations the Army costs $2.10 per 
capita or a little less than 6 mills a ley 
to each under its protection. 
Naval protection cost $3.03 per capital 
for that year or about 8 mills a day. 
Less than a cent and a half a day is the 
total cost to each one under the pro- 
tection of the armed forces! 

One practice which admirably serves 
those who would exaggerate the ex- 
penses of the Army is that of lumping 
both the military and non-military ex- 
penses of the War Department under 
one heading. It is interesting in that 
connection to recall a tabulation of the 
receipts and of the War 
Department, compiled by direction of 
the former Secretary of War, Dwight 
F. Davis, in February last. The figures 
used were for the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1928, and showed that the Sec- 
retary of War at that time supervised 
one of the greatest business enterprises 
in the United States, involving an an- 
nual turnover of almost $1,000,000,000 
but only 59 per cent of which pertained 
to military activities. The scope of the 
supervision is exceedingly broad, tak-

But until they do abandon it, it is use- 
less to hope for any sort of real disarmament. It counts little to have a small 
standing army when millions of reserves are ready to be called to the colors at 
any moment.

More than that, it may have serious repercussions on 
the proposed five-Power conference for naval disarmament. The two questions 
have become involved, rather unfortunately, from the American point of view, 
through French insistence that land and sea disarmament cannot be dissociated, 
* * * Only time will tell the ultimate effect of England’s reversal of policy 
the reserve question at this critical moment. It may stiffen French opposition 
to certain phases of the proposed naval agreement; it may afford England 4 
trading point to win over French support. The world can only hope that sue 
cess in the naval negotiations, now almost in sight because of Anglo-Americag 
understanding, will not be prejudiced by a quarrel over land disarmament, whic 
at best is still distant.” 


“TD EVEALS a commendable willingness to compromise,” thinks the Providenes 

Bulletin (Independent). “ * * * When Lord Cecil withdrew his resolution, 
therefore, he conceded a victory on that point to France. At the same time, 
however, he gained his own major objective by the passage of another resolu 
tion, introduced by the Greek delegate, in which it was proposed that the en 
tire question of trained reserves and war material be left so that England can 
reopen the question if it desires. Thus France has received a ‘fair warning’ of 
British intentions to alter certain policies set by the Baldwin Government. 

The significance of the debate lies in the fact that France retains leader. 
ship in the disarmament commission after the first clash with the Labor Gov 
ernment. The settlement also reveals a commendable willingness in both Lom 
don and Paris to adopt the methods of conciliation and compromise when com 
flicting views appear to impede progress toward a settlement of one of the 
world’s greatest and most involved postwar probiems.” 


THE Chicago Journal of Commerce (Commercial), states: “ * * * It is evk 
dent that Lord Cecil’s recommendations must be accepted if land armaments 
are to be effectively reduced. But effective limitation is far from the minds 
of the principal continental powers (except disarmed Germany), and they will 
not consent to it except under pressure. France,’ for the maintenance of her 
on the continent, is particularly anxious to maintain her military 
strength. The smaller nations with whom she is allied will support her oppo 
sition to a reduction of armaments. Apparently it will be much harder to 
reduce the armies of the world than the principal navies.”

Seek Bomb Targets 


(COMMANDING officers of Ordnance 

establishments have been requested 
by Maj. Gen. C. C. Williams, Chief of 
Ordnance, to report to his office any 
possible targets on which the effect of 
demolition bombs may be tested. Gen. 
Williams asked that sufficient infor- 
mation be given concerning their na- 
ture, location, availability for bombing 
targets, etc., to establish determina- 
tion as to practicability of using them 
for bombing tests. 

A recent letter from The Adjutant 
General was quoted in which it was 
pointed out: “It is desired to deter- 
mine the effect of various types of 
aerial bombs against different types of 
targets against which bombardment 
aviation may be employed in time of 
war, in order that bombardment tac- 
tics may be developed with accuracy. 

“At various times there are struc- 
tures throughout the country, such as 
structural steel bridges, concrete dams, 
isolated buildings of a permanent na- 
ture, abandoned railroad lines, etc., 
which for various reasons are to be 
destroyed. It is against such targets 
that it is desired to test the effective- 
ness of various types of bombs. Also 
occasion may arise when supplies of 
obsolete or condemned ammunition 
which are to be destroyed, may be 
made available as a target to deter- 
mine the effect of bombs against am- 
munition dumps.”

Surplus Issue 


T HAS become apparent that efforts 

to utilize in the regular supply of the 
Army large amounts of obsolescent and 
non-standard stocks accumulated as a 
result of war-time purchases have not 
met with entire success, according to 
a communication addressed by the Ad- 
jutant General’s Office to commanding 
generals of all Corps Areas and com- 
manding officers of all exempted sta- 
tions this week. 


In order that the supplies in ques. 
tion might be fully utilized, the follow. 
ing instructions were issued: 


All stocks or supplies and equip- 
ment on hand at depots, posts, camps, 
or stations will be promptly classified 
to determine the extent to which hey 
can be used either as standard items 
of issue or suitable substitutes there. 
for. All stocks found suitable for issue 
will be fully utilized in he supply of 
your command. 


Issues of equipment and supplies of 
all kinds at all places will be confined 
to stocks on hand as far as possible, 
No purchase for issue will be made by 
any agency, except when necessary to 
procure articles that are not in stock 
and for which no suitable substitute is 
available or obtainable by requisition. 

-When the exact articles required are 
not in stock, substitutions of service- 
able articles on hand will be made 
whenever practicable, provided the sub- 
stituted articles can be reasonably used 
for the purpose required, regardless of 
the fact that they may not be of the 
identical kind, quality or size preferred, 

Inspecting officers and others requir- 
ed to render reports on the appearance 
of troops will give due consideration in 
the formulation of their comments to 
the fact that issue of obsolescent, non- 
standard and shopworn equipment is 
reouired. 


The issuing officer at a depot and the 
commanding officer at a post will be 
the judge in each case of the articles 
to be substituted, and will be held re- 
sponsible that the articles issued are in 
serviceable condition; that they will 
reasonably serve the purpose required; 
and that the spirit of the instructions 
requiring full and consistent use of 
substitutive articles is complied with.

LAND TO CONTINUE WORK. 
APT. EMORY S. LAND, C. C., who was given one year’s leave for employ- 
ment with the Guggenheim Fund for the Promotion of Aeronautics, has been 
ted an additional six months’ leave. The Act of February 11, 1925, as inter- 
preted by the Controller General, provides that officers on extended leave of ab- 
gence beyond accrued leave forfeit all pay and allowances unless the President 
otherwise directs. As the work of the Guggenheim Fund is along lines which will 
be beneficial to the Navy, the Department requested the President a year ago to 
allow Capt. Land’s pay to continue. It is probable that the Navy Department will 
again request the President to allow Capt. Land his pay. 





MORE APPOINTMENTS TO M. C. AND S. C. 

UE to the relatively large class at the Naval Academy and the small author- 
jzed strength of the Line, it is probable that a greater number of appoint- 
ments to the Marine Corps and the Supply Corps will be allowed. These appoint- 
ments are made from midshipmen volunteering for assignment with these Corps, 
‘snd in previous years of large classes a maximum of 25 appointments to the 
Marine Corps and 7 appointments to the Supply Corps have been allowed. This 
year these maximum figures will probably be exceeded. 





DECRY MISPHRASING IN ARMY COMMUNICATIONS. 
PY NUMEROUS communications submitted to the Adjutant General by Chiefs 
of Arms, Services and Bureaus, states a memorandum from the Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s Office, dated October 7, the words “War Department” are frequently used 
when “Secretary of War” should have been uséd, as in communications dealing 
with projects that are acted on by and, to be effective, require the approval of 
the Secretary of War. ; j 
Reference is also made to numerous instances of unintentional misapplica- 
tion of the term “The Adjutant General.” For example, it is often stated “that 
such and such @ project was approved by the Adjutant General,” when the state- 
ment should have been “that such and such a project was approved by the Sec- 
tary of War.” 
if The Adjutant General, under the supervision of he Chief of Staff, is charged 
by the Secretary of War with certain definite functions, and in the execution of 
these functions he does, as agent of the Secretary of War, operate and admin- 
ister. However, all orders directing action which are promulgated by the Adju- 
tant General are issued “By order of the Secretary of War.” When it is clear that 
the action taken or to be taken should be that of the Secretary of War and a 
reference is made to the Adjutant General, it is important that the greatest care 
be exercised to preclude the inference that the latter is final authority on matters 
that are acted upon by the Secretary of War, or under authority delegated by 
him. 





TO ATTEMPT PARACHUTE RECORD. 

AN ATTEMPT is to be made to break the unofficial record now held by the Army 
for the longest drop ever made in a parachute. Chief Machinist’s Mate Scott, 

of the Naval Air Station at Anacostia, will make the jump from a plane piloted 
by Lt. Aaron P. Storrs. The jump made at Dayton in 1923 of 22,000 feet, 
has stood as the longest drop ever made, though the N. A. A. has not recognized 
any record in this line. 





TO REVISE PENSACOLA TRAINING SCHOOL 
REPRESENTATIVES of the Pensacola Air Training School are at the Navy 
Department to confer with officers of the Bureaus of Aeronautics and Navi- 
gation as to revision of the syllabus of the training school with the idea in view 
of increasing the output to provide the expansion contemplated under the five- 
year building program.

ACADEMIC term at the Naval Academy found that 





ABERDEEN DEMONSTRATION SPECTACULAR 
JDEVELOPMENTS in postwar ordnance were exhibited at the eleventh annual 

meeting of the American Ordnance held at the Aberdeen Proving Grounds 
Thursday. Spectacular tests of aircraft bombing and .’ tank and 
motorized infantry maneuvers and anti-aircraft gunnery featured the show: 
The dropping of the 4,000-pound airplane bomb was something of a disappoint- 
ment from a spectator’s viewpoint, for Army officials became cautious and the 
two bombs were dropped from a height of 6,000 feet, falling into a swamp about 
4 miles away. One failed to explode, but the other tore pe pom hole in the 
ground 20 feet deep and 50 feet in diameter tossing trees debris skyward. 
Another feature was a battery of 75 mm. mobile anti-aircraft guns operated by 
an electrical robot.

is evidenced by the letters of ap- 
preciation and thanks received 
and read at the regular meetings 
of the Board of Directors. 

“3. It is a matter of great sat- 
isfaction and pride to know that, 
for the past fifty years, there has 
been within the Naval Service a 
growing association which has 
been able to care for the depend- 
ents of 1,016 officers through the 
payment to them of $4,480,849.34. 

“4, The existence of a mutual 
association of officers organized 
for such a purpose has done 
much to maintain the loyalty and 
service spirit for which the Navy 
has such an enviable reputation, 
and without which it would fail 
in its mission. 

“5. The growth of the Navy 
Mutual Association, and a con- 
tinued successful existence, de- 
pends upon the encouragement 
given the younger officers of the 
Navy and Marine Corps to be- 
come interested in it and to join 
the Association. This I consider 
the duty and privilege of older 
officers who have knowledge of 
the good work of the Navy. Mu- 
tual Aid during the past years. 

“6. I would be greatly pleased 
if. commanding officers would as- 
sist the non-resident directors 
and members of the Navy Mu- 
tual Aid Association in theri ef- 
forts to secure new members.”

HIS letter speaks for itself and 

shows that since the Admiral be- 
came President of the Association how 
convinced he is that every officer should 
be protected and his dependents have 
the benefits and assistance membership 
carries. 

The Admiral has recently addressed 
and signed personal letters to all Com- 
mandants and Commanding Officers, 
urging them to enroll all officers who 
are eligible. A concerted campaign in 
the interest of those who are not mem- 
bers is now being made in celebration 
of the Golden Anniversary, 1879-1929. 

The Officer Personnel is to be con- 
gratulated on having this Association, 
which has accomplished so much and 
rendered such prompt financial relief, 
and other various assistance, during the 
past fifty years. 

That the Service may be fully in- 
formed, and all officers prepared to as- 
sist in the campaign for the enrollment 
of those who are still eligible, I have 
prepared a statement giving actual 
facts as to what has been accomplished 
since the organization of this Asso- 
ciation. These figures clearly indicate 
that although organized in 1879, prior 
to 1920 officers generally knew little 
or nothing of the Association, or even 
its existence, as on its fortieth birth- 
day (1879-1919) it had a membership 
of only 1,318 officers. Now it celebrates 
its GOLDEN ANNIVERSARY with a 
membership (to October 1929) of 6,- 
045, a gain of almost six times the 
number of members in the last ten 
years. Not only has the Association 
increased in membership, but the 
amount of benefit payable has been in- 


‘crease dfrom $4,076.88 to $7,500 plus 


certain additions, which almost doubles 
the amount payable to your dependents.

The actual cost to each member prior 
to’ the time we passed the five thousand 
dollar maximum in 1921 was on full 
assessment from each member for each 
death, and this amount less $.05 per 
capita was paid the beneficiary. Jan- 
uary 1, 1925, the benefit was increased 
to six thousand dollars, January 1, 1926 
it was raised to $7,500.00, the amount 
now paid. 

The Reserve Fund, which was estab- 
lished in 1922, today. has passed over 
the half-million dollar mark, $500,- 
486.35, of which $499,000.00 is in gilt- 
edged bonds earning for you compound 
interest. 

The total assets in June, 1919 were 
$65,757.22 and the total assets today 
are $977,116.78, a gain of $911,359.58 
in nine years. 

During the last nine months the total 
assets have increased by $209,916.34. 
The amount in the Reserve Fund hav- 
ing been increased by $132,964.45. 

Actual Cost to Members. 

Many members are under the im- 
pression that the actual cost to them 
is the amounts they pay in, which is 
not the case at all, as the amounts paid 
in are simply credits to their individual 
accounts, and the actual cost is based 
entirely on the number of deaths oc- 
curring each year. During the past 
nine months, instead of the cost being 
33% assessments, the amounts paid in 
by the different members, the actual 
cost to them has been but the amount 
of 17% assessments at their age dur- 
ing this year. The balance to their 
credit, both as assessments and Reserve 
Fund are earning for them compound 
interest. These balances are clear sav- 
ing to be paid their beneficiary at the 
time of death, in addition to the $7,500 
benefit. This should be clearly under- 
stood by all members, many of whom, 
I am sorry to say do not even know 
we have a Reserve Fund, and are not 
in a position to talk intelligently to 
their brother officers as to the actual 
cost, and the real aid this Association 
is to the Officer Personnel of the Navy. 
The above figures show that the cost 
has been little more than one-half of 
the amounts paid in by the members 
during the last nine months, and that 
there is no better, cheaper, or safer 
protection for the cer Personnel 
than the Navy Mutual Aid. In addi- 
tion to the financial assistance given 
(and the money is in the hands of the 
beneficiary within a few hours after 
death, being sent either by wire or 
cable no matter where the beneficiary 
may be), the personal aid and assist- 
ance rendered his beneficiary is untold, 
and cannot be given by any other Asso- 
ciation in the world. This should be 
clearly understood by all officers of the 
Navy, and particularly those who are 
now conducting a campaign in the in- 
terest of these who are ‘still eligible 
and have not yet taken advantage of 
their opportunity to obtain the protec- 
tion this Association holds for them, 
and their dependents. 

Officers ‘actually performing aviation 
duty are charged $8.27 per month or 
$1.11 per: $1,000 during the: period of 
such duty.

Thrift. 

Thrift as so aptly dealt with’ by the 
Bureau of Navigation in its most ex 
cellent pamphlet of last year has as 
the first word under thrift, “Insurance,” 
This is rightly so and it‘ means simply 
care and prudence in the’ management 
of one’s resources, economy, frugality, 
in other words, it means thriving, sue 
cess and prosperity. For officers in the 
Navy, this is an easy matter. 
can always register an allotment for 
an amount that will be deducted from 
their pay, and since it is never re- 
ceived, it will never be missed. It is 
the duty of every officer and Midship- 
man to start a budget from the day 
his pay begins as an officer in the Navy, 
so much being set aside, first, for 
protection, to build up an estate, from 
which could be paid immediately his 
fi‘neral expenses, just debts, and at the 
same time provide: for those who have 
cared for and educated him. Nothing 
can yield a greater or cheaper income, 
and provide such a sense of security 
and contentment at a cost so trivial. 
It. will never be missed! 

In 1907 or 1908 while I was non- 
Resident Director at the Naval Acad- 
emy and had enrolled as members all 
the First Class, a Midshipman of the 
Third Class was killed while playing 
football. 

I talked with Admiral Badger, then 
Superintendent, and it was decided to 
permit all midshipmen to join, and de 
duct the amount from their pay. I 
got busy at once, and in a short time 
had the applications of all Midship- 
men, which I sent to the Board of Di- 
rectors in Washington, who turned them 
down because they were too young, 
and I regret to say quite a number 
never joined, and many of them havé 
since passed away. 

I have often stated to the different 
Classes, that with an allotment regis- 
tered it would never be missed. I quote 
here from a letter received from an Et- 
sign in the Navy September, 1929: 

“T’ve just resigned from the Navy, 
and I belong to thé Association @ 
wish to continue. I’m not sure j 
what month I’ve stopped my allotme 
but I wish you would send me a bi 
as to the amount I’m to pay monthly 
in order to stay a member in go 
standing, as I’m also not certain what 
those monthly payments were, so you 
see how much I missed them from my 
pay check. 

Thrift must not stop with leaving the 
Academy, but additional insurance i 
first class companies should be taken 
out after graduation and the amounts 
increased with each increase in pay, 
until the officers have at least $30,000 
insurance.. Does this seem a largé 
amount? If so, figure the income from 
it at even 6 per cent, and see Ww 
those you leave behind will have t 
live on when .your salary ceases, and 
your funeral expenses and debts have 
been paid.

We CALL ON CONGRESSMAN James and Congressman Britten to act in 
this matter. Both men have the confidence of their respective committees, or 
rather the committees when organized. Both are emphatically in favor of a pay 
increase. We urge them to go to the Rules Committee, point out the hurtful con- 
ditions that prevail in national defense, and ask that the rule we desire be re- 

. If the commission could be created, much valuable time could be saved, 
and during the coming regular session legislation would be ready for considera- 





GAIN, WE IMPRESS upon Congress the fact that there is a strong public 

sentiment back of the proposed pay increases. The resolution adopted by the 
American Legion at its national convention is the latest expression of the civilian 
conclusion. Therefore, Messrs. James and Britten will be acting in compliance 
with public demand if carry out our suggestion, and if the Rules Committee 
acts in accordance therewith. Further delay is inexcusable and hurtful, inasmuch 
as resignations continue and discontent grows. 





Fr SEEMS TO US that knowledge of the situation which exists would cause | 
Secretaries-Good and Adams to be especially active in this matter. They have 
bee in office seven months now, their period of education is complete, and the 
country is looking to them to display constructive effort. We feel both Secretaries 
should directly and conclusively express their views, and do so in order that the 
public may know where they stand. There is indirect information as to their at- 
titude, which seems favorable to this Service necessity. But they should go 
further, and that without delay. Let them speak straight from the shoulder! 





WELL THE EXPECTED has happened. In the sylvan glades of Mr. Hoover’s 

private fishing preserve, the President of the United States and the Premier 
of Great Britain cast hostages to fortune for their respective countries. The 
British, of course, Fag what they wanted, and the United States accomplished its 
desire—on paper! We have parity—three cheers for it. To accomplish it, we must 
build cruisers. Will we? The future will tell. Anyhow, it is evident we must 
build, if we are to have the strength to which the British Premier graciously 
acknowledges we are entitled. 





(THERE ARE OTHER nations which will have something to say on this ques- 

tion of naval limitation. This particularly applies to France and Japan. The 
former has not subscribed to the submarine limitation treaty of 1922. She has 
declared there are three things the French people never can renounce—first, her 
submarine fleet; scond, an adequate force to protect French colonial routes; third, 
sufficient protection for the French coasts on the Mediterranean and the Bay of 
Biscay. Japan has her own ideas about submarines and cruisers, and her national 
pride is urging an increase in the percentage allowed her by the Washington 
Conference. Then there is Mussolini, and he has ideas of his own. 





NAVAL LIMITATION to an extent which will assure protection of our foreign 
relations and interests is an ideal which our Sea Service advocates. For us 
to disarm while others continue more powerful is to place those relations and in- 
terests as well as our safety at the mercy of such others. There are patriotic 
men in the Senate. Their leader, Senator Hale, chairman of the Naval Commit- 
tee, is a staunch champion of sufficient sea protection for America. We feel cer- 
tain Mr. Hale and his associates will study with the greatest care the agreement 
which has been reached by Messrs. Hoover and MacDonald, and will see to it that 
the farce of the Washington Conference shall not be repeated. ; 





((OMPTROLLER McCARL has stirred up a ruction, as a result of the report 
he made on the financial operations of the United States Emergency Fleet 
Corporation. The Department of Justice has instituted an investigation, so has 
the Senate. As always, the memory of politicians is short-lived. Mr. Hoover him- 
self, when he was tary of Commerce, approved the policy of getting rid of 
the ships, tied up and rotting, at whatever price could be obtained.

More Graduates to M. C. 


SSIBILITY of increasing the num. 
ber of appointments to be made 
from the graduating class of midship- 
men to the Marine Corps and the Sup- 
ply Corps over the last quota is under 
consideration by the Navy Department. 
The Bureau of Navigation is investi- 
gating recommendations submitted by 
the Marines and by the chief of S. and 
A. and a decision will be reached in 
the near future for submission to the 
Secretary for final approval. 

In view of the fact that this year’s 
class will be large enough to fill the 
requirements of the line and have suf- 
ficient surplus for the proposed in- 
creases it is expected that favorable 
action will be taken. 

Custom Is 25 P. C. 

In recent years, whenever the size of 
the graduating class permitted, it has 
been customary to allow twenty-five 
for the Marine Corps. However, in 
1928, because of the small number of 
appointments, the number was limited 
to fifteen and in 1929, for the same rea- 
son, to twenty. This year the Corps 
believes that thirty could be used and 
navigation is considering whether to 
go beyond the usual quota. 

For the Supply Corps the Paymaster 
General recommends that sixteen ap- 
pointments be made from the graduat- 
ing class, augmented by six from the 
R. O. T. C. and probably two from 
pay clerks. 

From present indications the num- 
ber finally decided upon by the de- 
partment will be considerably below 
this figure. 

With large classes a maximum of 
seven has been allowed annually and 
has been filled by volunteers. In 1928 
four were allowed and in 1929 five. 
Two were secured in 1928 and four in 
1929. 

Past Policy 

In November, 1928, the policy for 
the annual recruitment of the Supply 
Corps was recommended and approved 
by the Secretary of the Navy. This 
policy calls for: 

(a) Determination of the number of 
appointments to be made each year to 
the Supply Corps, with a minimum of 
ten 


(b) As many of these appointments 
to be made from the next graduating 
class of the Naval Academy as service 
conditions may warrant and the alloca- 
tion made by November 1. 

(c) The remainder of the allowed 
appointments after the applications 0 
midshipmen were received to be di- 
vided between (1) pay clerks and re- 
serve supply officers and (2) R. 0. 

Desires Reduction ; 

Counting one officer from the Line 
about to be transferred there are 558 
officers in the Supply Corps. By July 
1 it is estimated that this will dwindle 
to 549. The Secretary’s budget estl- 
mates allow for a mean number 0 
568 officers throughout the fiscal year, 
representing a maximum at the be- 
ginning of the year of approximately 
573. On this basis there will be @& 
probable number of vacancies on July 
1st, of twenty-four. 

On the other hand the Department 
is on record as desiring to reduce the 
Staff Corps when practicable without 
detriment to naval officiency and it 18 
understood that the Detail Office 18 
finding some difficulty in placing the 
-number of officers now in the Supply 
Corps. Furthermore, it is argued, the 
induction of as large a number as 22 
officers in one year will create 4 
“hump” of moderate size in that Corps 
since the average number appoint 
since 1922 runs about thirteen per year. 
Again it appears probable that unless 
faced with the alternative of discharge 
because of overflow if they did not vol- 
unteer as many as sixteen of the grad- 
uating class would not volunteer for 
the Supply Corps. It is believed that 
the avoidance of overflow by accepting 
early resignations is preferable to too 
qrent a group appointed in the Staff

"THE report of a troop school recess 
confab in Fifth Cé News and Dia- 
mond Dust comes close to explaining 
all angles of the new regulation on 
promotion of Reserve Officers. 

“After October 1, 1930,” the unit in- 
structor replies to an be , “the Cer- 
tificate of Capacity be the basis 
of promotion. But the War Depart- 
ment says, that if you have earned 300 
hours training credits before that date, 

ou can get your promotion based on 

em; provided you have served your 
time in grade and are recommended 
for promotion within five years of the 
@ate of such credits.” 

“Then, as I understand it, training 
credits earned after Oct. 1, 1930, are 
no good for promotion,” said Capt. J. 

“That is exactly what the letter 
says, and means,” answered the unit 

tructor. “To get promotion * on 
training credits you must have 
amassed 300 hours before Oct. 1, 1930, 
and all of these have to be within five 

ears of the date of recommendation 
ie promotion by the Corps Area Com- 
mander. 

“This is no different from the pres- 
ent regulations for they require the 
800 hours’ training credits to be within 
the five years immediately preceding 
the date of recommendation for pro- 
motion.” 

“Then, if an officer is not eligible 
for promotion by length of service in 
grade, say until Oct. 1, 1932, he can- 
not. count training credits earned prior 
to Oct. 1, 1927,” suggested Maj. W. 

“That is exactly what I understand,” 
answered the unit instructor. “And 
every day that.the recommendation is 
deferred the dead line for training 
credits is raised a day.” 

“What’s the answer, 
quired one of the officers. 

“The answer is that if you expect 
to get your promotion on hours of 
training credits you must amass an ad- 
ditional number between now and Oct. 
1, 1930, to bring your total up to 300 
hours, and they must all be within 
five years of the time you complete 
your time in grade.” 

“What is the meaning of the excep- 
tion to the rule,” asked Lt. H. 

“The exception refers to graduates 
of the R. O. T. C. who have been 
granted a Certificate of Capacity and 
are required to have 200 hours train- 
ing credits in five years, or 40 hours 
a year since original appointment. This 
regulation remains as is, because the 
officer has a Certificate of Capacity 
which was given to him on gradua- 
tion.” 

“By what means‘can an officer get 
the training credits necessary for pro- 
motion,” asked one of the group. 

“There are a number of ways he 
can do it,” replied the unit instructor. 
“I am going to enumerate them for 

ou. 

e 1. By correspondence school work: 

Each correspondence school sub- 

course counts for so many hours’ 

credit. For example the four 
sub-courses in the Infantry Ad- 
vanced course carries with them 

a total training credit af 96 hours. 

2. By attendance at classes of the 
troop or group school. Each 
hour of attendance counts as an 
, hour :of. training. 

3. Attendance at contact camps. 
Each day. counts as a seven-hour 
credit. ; 

4. By active or inactive duty train- 
ing with troops of the regular 
army or active duty training at a 
Reserve Officers’ ining p. 
Each 14 days’ period counts as 98 
hours’ training credit: Additional 
days are given a credit of seven 
hours. 

5. Credit hours earned in any of 
these activities may be combined 
together to make up the total of 
300 hours.”

“The promotion system for the Or- 
ganized Reserve is upon the 
principle that no officer should be pro- 
moted to a military office until he has 
demonstrated that he is qualified to 
perform the duties of such office, if 
called into active service. The basis 
is a system of standards in which the 
minimum specification as to training 
knowledge and experience is defined 
and stated. These specifications are 
based upon the demonstrated capacity 
to perform the duties immediately in- 
cident to mobilization with a reason- 
able demonstration of sufficient mili- 
tary training, ability, energy, adminis- 
trative capacity, and leadership to con- 
duct the progressive training and de- 
velopment of an appropriate unit of 
the army. 

“The route to a certificate of ca- 

city covers all that I have said. It 
is an instrument in writing, executed 
under the direction of the Corps Area 
Commander, which certifies that the 
officer named therein is deemed to 
have the necessary qualifications to 
perform the duties and assume the 
responsibilities of the grade and sec- 
tion specified in the certificate. 

“A Certificate of Capacity may he 
earned by passing an examination and 
undergoing a p i test which is 
rovided for and covered by the regu- 

jons. All of these have been set 
forth in detail. The certificate may 
also be gained by completing the nec- 
essary sub-courses in the Army Cor- 
respondence courses specified in the 
regulations and then undergoing a 
practical test.” 

“It seems to me that the best way 
for an officer to get a Certificate of 
Capacity is through the medium of 
the Correspondence School,” said 
Capt. J. :

Moffett Warns Americans 
EAR ADM. WILLIAM A. MOF- 
FETT in an address over the radio 
on October 8 warned the people of 
America that boasting had taken the 
lace of doing in progress along air 
ines in this country. He stated that 
we trail Germany and other countries 
in airship and airplane progress be- 
cause we are not willing to spend the 
money. He points to the fact that 
other nations lead us in Lighter-than- 
Air, in many respects in.Heavier-than- 
Air, in merchant marine, and in other 
ways simply because we, the richest 
nation on earth, will not pay for these 
most important things. The Admiral 
thinks that the recent record-breaking 
flights of the Graf Zeppelin should be 
a lesson to us to take stock of our- 
selves and take the necessary steps to 
gain our rightful places in aviation in 
the world. 

His address was entitled “Airships 
of the Future” and dealt with the 
history and present developments of 
Lighter-than-Air and then went on and 

redicted what the dirigibles would be 
ike in the future and their place in 
commercial as. well as naval progress 
in aviation. The full text of his speech 
follows: 

“To the vision of one man, a German, 
Count Zeppelin, is due the giant rigid 
airships of today, the trans-Atlantic 
voyages of the Graf Zeppelin, and her 
epoch-making round the world flight 
that has recently thrilled the world. 
He is the pioneer of rigid airships, just 
as the Wright brothers are the pioneers 
of heavier-than-air; and Dr. Eckener’s 
round the world flight is to airships 
what Lindbergh’s flight was to air- 
planes. 

“Due to Count Zeppelin’s vision and 
confidence in rigid airships, the Ger- 
mans were prepared to and did use 
them during the war, much to the re- 
gret of the British, who had failed to 
anticipate the war uses of airships. 
Their use in a field for which they 
were entirely unsuited—bombing over 
land—gave them a black eye in the 
world’s opinion, but, although it is not 
generally known, Germany’s dirigibles 
were of immense value to her in gain- 
ing much valuable information as to 
the movements of British vessels be- 
fore and immediately after the Battle 
of Jutland. The British finally started 
building dirigibles, and near the end 
of the war had a number which com- 
pared at least favorably with the Ger- 
man product. 

“When the United States entered 
the war we took them up and bought 
one in England and constructed one in 
this country—the former ZR-2, which 
was lost in England with the sacrifice 
of 26 brave Britishers and 16 Ameri- 
cans, all Navy men; the latter, the 
Shenandoah. The Shenandoah was a 
copy of a German 1914 design and was 
lost with 14 lives in September, 1925. 
I say lost, but her loss will not be in 
vain, provided the country has not foer- 
gotten these brave men, these pioneers, 
who gave their lives willingly for a 
great cause—one they believed in, one 
they knew meant much for their coun- 


Recalls Demonstration. 

“We have recently had a forceful 
demonstration of what a rigid airship 
can do in the trans-Atlantic voyages 
and the record-breaking circuit of the 
globe by the Graf Zeppelin. Striking 
as were these performances, they will 
soon be eclipsed, for had better ter- 
minal facilities been available, the Graf 
Zeppelin could have made the voyage 
from Lakehurst to Lakehurst in fifteen 
days instead of in twenty-one. The 
larger and faster airships of the future 
will be able to do it in even less time. 

“After the Armistice, Germany was 
forbidden by the Versailles Treaty to 
build airships. After the loss of the 
ZR-2 the British ceased their construc- 
tion and development. We in this coun- 
try were faced with the decision as to 
whether we would carry on, after the 
loss of the ZR-2, or quit. The Navy, 
being charged by agreement with the 
Army with the procurement and de 
velopment of rigid airships, decided to

Kept Alive. 

“It will thus be seen that this coun. 
try kept rigid airships alive at a 
critical time, and prevented the posgt. 
ponement of their development to at 
least the next generation, if not for 
many generations. At this time we leq 
the world in lighter-than-air ships. The 
British had stopped. We had our Shep. 
andoah flying in the Pacific and our ae. 
quired Los Angeles crossing the At 
lantic at the same time. Then came the 
Shenandoah disaster and we faltered 
and lost several years of progress. The 
Germans being confident of the value 
of airships, and having as a successor 
to Count Zeppelin a man of vision ang 
knowledge of airships and what t 
could do—Dr. Eckener—built the Graf 
Zeppelin by popular subscription. For. 
tunately for us, President Coolidge saiq 
the Shenandoah should be replaced, ang 
Congress agreed and authorized the 
construction of two dirigibles of 6,500,- 
000 cubic feet in June, 1926. However, 
no money was appropriated for their 
construction until May, 1928, so that it 
was October, 1928, when the contract 
for them was let. The first one is now 
under construction and should be fin 
ished and flying in the spring or early 
summer of 1931. 

“We have carried on with dirigitiles 
not only because we believe in theig 
naval value, but because we ‘firmly he, 
lieve they will be of great commercigf 
value in voyaging across the A } 
the Pacific, and all oceans, and 
with helium we have a field in which 
this country could and should lead the 
world. We still believe this and are con 
fident that it will come true if we 
vigorously take advantage of our op. 
portunity. 

Built Shenandoah. 

“We built and operated the Shenam 
doah, and the pioneer work of Com 
mander Lansdowne, his officers and men 
was not in vain. We acquired and 
operated the Los Angeles, and have not 
only acquired much information and ex 
perience but have developed improved 
means of handling airships on the 
ground, into and out of hangars, great 
ly reducing the hazards, and improving 
facility of operation. We have develop. 

apparatus enabling airplanes toe 
communicate with airships carrying 
passengers or mail. We have trained 
personnel not only for the Navy’s fu- 
ture needs, but for the commercial 
needs that are not far off. 

“What will airships of the future be? 

“If Dr. Eckener could wave a magi¢ 
wand and thereby cause changes in his 
Graf Zeppelin, he would first make her 
larger, thereby increasing her efficiency 
and enlarging her cruising range, for 
the Graf Zeppelin is admittedly small 
for spanning the ocean distances prof- 
itably. Next, he would ask for more 
speed; for increased speed, besides 
shortening the time for the airship’s 
normal crossing of the oceans, is the 
greatest safety factor an airship can 
have. Airships of 10,000,000 cubic feet, 
and of a speed of over 100 miles per 
hour are not far off. 

Describes New Ones. 

_“As representing the next step im 
airship progress, let me describe briefly 
the Navy’s two new airships of 6,500, 
000 cubic feet volume, or about 160 tons 
displacement, which are already w 
under way. They will be “larger and 
faster than any in existence. They will 
have a maximum speed of 90 miles al 
hour, and at 60 knots can cruise 10,000 
miles without refueling. As mer 
ships they could carry 100 passengers 
across the Atlantic and 150 from the 
Pacific coast to Honolulu. They wi 
bring the United States within two 
days of Europe and within three or 
four days of Japan and Asia. Such 
ships will in time be used for trans 
continental travel, and there will be 
long waiting lists of people who want 
to cross the continent and view our 
wonderul country, its plains, valleys, 
and mountains, from the air in quiet, 
comfort, cleanliness and safety. 

“Probably the most outstanding nov- 
elty will be the provision of a complete 
airplane hangar within the hull of the 
airship, capable of housing five high- 
performance airplanes. The airplanes 
will be raised or lowered on a trapeze 
swinging through large sliding doors ™ 
the bottom cf the hangar. 

Fair Lines of Hull. : 

“Externally, the: new airplanes will 
appear fuller and-less slender than the 
Los Angeles. The fair lines of the hull 
will not be disfigured as in past practice 
by external cars containing the et 
gimes. The engines will be housed with- 
im the hull, thereby reducing the re-

The Secretary explained 
that the headquarters of the Com- 
mission was simply transferred from 
its present station at St. Louis to Vicks- 
burg, which was a more central point 
for its activities in the new flood con- 
trol district. 

In response to an inquiry, the Sec- 
retary explained that the Mississippi 
River Commission consisted of seven 
members, namely: Three Army officers 
from the Corps of Engineers, three 
civilians, at least two of whom must 
be civil engineers, and one from the 
Coast and Geodetic Survey. The Sec- 
retary explained that the’ President of 
the Commission was appointed by the 
President and confirmed by the Sen- 
ate. In reply to various questions con- 
cerning details of reorganization, the 
Secretary stated that Gen. Brown was 
the Chief of Engineers with all the 
term implies, and that. the details of 
reorganization would be made by Gen.

ciency, it is equally true that troops, 

} give maximum efficiency in an emer. 
gency, must be prepared in the use of 
all the means of modern warfare. 

In this respect, training in chemica] 
warfare is of great importance. Its use 
is involved in practically every instancg 
requiring the use of arms by troops, 
and its value for screening movements 
of troops and of disconcerting an en. 
emy is considerable. 

Within the ist Division, under the 
guidance of Brig. Gen. H. A. Drum, 
chemical warfare training has pro. 
gressed to a very fine state of pro. 
ficiency. The personnel of the division 
has been trained in the use of the mask 
and all chemical weapons, and also of 
passing through the gas chamber. In 
addition, gas masks, smoke and nor 
toxic gasses have been used in all 
demonstrations and field problems un- 
til it is second nature with the men 
now to operate under such adverse 
conditions. 

Examples of this proficiency were 
demonstrated recently during the Di- 
vision Commander’s tactical inspec 
tions. At Ft. Hoyle, one battery wear. 
ing gas masks and in which all com. 
mands were issued, successfully con- 
centrated fire on a trench, with the 
battery completely enveloped in a 
dense cloud of smoke and tear gas, so 
dense the gunners could not see their 
sights. Another instance was that of 
a battalion of Infantry which advanced 
over 400 yards through dense smoke 
and tear gas to emerge after having 
delivered sufficient effect fire, from re 
sults shewn on silhouette targets, to 
occupy the hostile position.

Set for Naval Parley 
(Continued from First Page) 
an opinion on as to what their atti- 
tude will be. 
Judging from preliminary forecasts 
of the tenor of the invitation, many 
changes were made during the past 
few weeks so that in its final form it 
differed greatly from the original 
draft. Doubtless changes were made 
necessary as a result of the responses 
to the diplomatic feelers put out to 

Japan, France and Italy. 

Many Changes 

Save for the blunt declaration with 
respect to the abolition of the subma- 
rine, a conciliatory note runs through 
the whole document and a very appar- 
ent effort is made to dispel any suspi- 
cions of any pre-arranged agreement 
between the two English-speaking na- 
tions for the others to “take or leave.” 

From the standpoint of international 
relations there can be no question that 
the MacDonald visit has been produc- 
tive of much good. As to practical re- 
sults one can only mark time and await 
developments. 

That all three other naval powers 
will accept the invitation, couched in 
the terms it was, seems a foregone con- 
clusion. That real results, as broad as 
jts sponsors are advocating, will be 
achieved is questionable in view of the 
countless conflicting interests that are 
included in the wide scope of the con- 
ference. 

Particularly will the submarine ques- 
tion prove troublesome. In spite of 
the statements of the two leaders that 
it represents the “policy” of the two 
nations, the American government is 
not on record as standing for its aboli- 
tion. 

Breathing a spirit of idealism and a 
confidence of accomplishment for peace, 
the final joint statement, given out just 
before the premier’s departure, says: 

During the last few days we have 
had an opportunity, in the informal 
talks in which we have engaged, not 
only to review the conversations on a 
naval agreement which have been car- 
ried on during this summer between 
us, but also to discuss some of the 
more important means by which the 
moral force of our countries can be ex- 
erted for peace. 

We have been guided by the double 
hope of settling our own differences on 
naval matters and so establishing un- 
clouded good will, candor and confi- 
dence between us, and also of contrib 
uting something to the solution of the 
problem of peace in which all other na- 
tions are interested and which calls for 
their cooperation. 

In signing the Paris peace pact 56 
nations have declared that war shall 
not be used as an instrument of na- 
tional policy. We have agreed that all 
disputes shall be settled by pacific 
means. Both our governments resolve 
to accept the peace pact not only as a 
declaration of good intentions but as a 
positive obligation to direct national 
policy in accordance with its pledge. 

The part of each of our governments 
in the promotion of world peace will 
be different, as one will never consent 
to become entangled in European diplo- 
macy and the other is resolved to pur- 
sue a policy of active cooperation with 
its European neighbors; but each of 
our governments will direct its thoughts 
and influence toward securing and 
maintaining the peace of the world. 

Our conversations have been largely 
confined to the mutual relations of the 
two countries in the light of the situa- 
tion created by the signing of the peace 
pact. Therefore, in a new and rein- 
forced sense the two governments not 
only declare that war between them is 
unthinkable, but that distrust and sus- 
Picions arising from doubts and fears 
which may have been justified before 
the peace pact must now cease to influ- 
ence national policy. We approach old 
historical problems from a new angle 
and in a new atmosphere. On the as- 
sumption that war between us is ban- 
ished, and that conflicts between our 
military or naval forces can not take 
place, these problems have changed 
their meaning and character, and their 
Solution, in ways satisfactory to both 
countries, has become possible. 

We have agreed that those questions 
should become the subject of active con- 
sideration between us. They involve 
Important technical matters requiring 
detailed study. One of the hopeful re 
sults of the visit which is now termi- 
hating officially has been that our two 
governments will begin conversations 
upon them following the same method 
as that which has been pursued durmg 
the summer in London. 

The exchange of views on naval re- 
duction has brought the two nations so

urged of bills at the next congressional 
session providing for the training of a 
minimum of 25,000 Reserve Offices in 
1931, as compared with an estimated 
19,000 provided for next year, and for 
providing a travel rate of 8 cents a 
mile for reserve officers on active duty 
as now received by officers of the Regu- 
lar Army and National Guard.

He addressed the associa- 
tion on the subject of his reserve divi- 
sion bill explaining how it would estab- 
lish in the War Department a separate 
division under which all activities of 
the Reserve Officers would be coordi- 
nated and administered as a separate 
and distinct unit, although in coopera- 
tion with other components of the War 
Department.

in previous conferences arising out of 
Anglo-American disagreements seem 
now substantially removed. We have 
kept the nations which took part in the 
Washington naval conference of 1922 
informed of the progress of our con- 
versations, and we have now proposed 
to them that we should all meet to- 
gether and try to come to a common 
agreement which would justify each in 
making substantial naval reductions. 
An agreement on naval armaments can 
not be completed without the coopera- 
tion of other naval powers, and both 
of us feel sure that, by the same free 
and candid discussion of needs which 
has characterized our conversations 
such mutual understandings will be 
reached as will make naval agreement 
next January possible, and thus re- 
move this serious obstacle to the prog- 
ress of world disarmament. 

Between now and the meeting of the 
proposed conference in January our 
governments will qontinue conversa- 
tions with the other powers concerned, 
in order to remove as many difficulties 
as possible before the official and for- 
mal negotiations open. 

In view of the security afforded by 
the peace pact, we have been able to 
end, we trust for ever, all competi- 
tive building between ourselves with 
the risk of war and the waste of pub- 
lic money involved, by agreeing to a 
parity of fleets, category by category. 
Success at the coming conference will 
result in a large decrease in the naval 
equipment of the world and, what is 
equally important, the reduction of 
prospective programs of construction 
which would otherwise produce competi- 
tive building to an indefinite amount. 
We hope and believe that the steps 
we have taken will be warmly wel- 
comed by the people, whom we repre- 
sent as a substantial contribution to

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Roosevelt Takes Post 
EODORE ROOSEVELT, JR., for- 
merly Assistant Secretary of. the 
Navy, was formerly inducted into of 
fice as governor of Porto Rico with 
ceremonies at San Juan October 7 
In his inaugural address Mr. Roosevelt 
told the people that at present condi- 
tions in Porto Rico are not what they 
should be in the three prime requisies 
for a happy, progressive people—good 
education, good health, and a sufficient 
prosperity to provide proper food 
Sroper clothes and proper homes. He 
outlined some of the means by which 
he proposes to improve them. 

Touching on the military aspect the 
new governor said: 

“Courage is one of the greatest of 
human traits, and you Porto Ricans 
would be traitors to the stock from 
which you originally sprang were you 
not brave. You showed your true char- 
acter in the long-past battle when you 
beat back an English invasion. In the 
last war Porto Rico furnished some 
23,000 to the Army of the United 
States. To cite but an instance of the

“It is good to know that a Segarra 
is carrying on the tradition of the fam- 
ily and serving as an officer in our 
Regiment here. 

“I am confident that this Regiment, 
the 65th, your National Guard, and the 
other Porto Rican components of the 
military forces, would fight as gal- 
lantly as their ancestors should occa- 
sion arise. Here in Porto Rico there 
are. over three hundred men in the 
United States Reserves, whom I am 
happy to call fellow-officers, as I too 
belong to the United States Reserves.”

Field Rations for Ist Div. 
HAT old axiom—an army travels on 
its stomach—applied to the Ist 
United States Cavalry Division, in the 
field for the divisional maneuvers in 
the vicinity of El Paso, Texas, from 
October 7 to November 3. 

An old-time Cavalry marching song 
that reeks of long, dusty hikes on the 
southwest frontier suggests: “Thirty 
miles a day on beans and hay” as the 
soldier’s bill of fare. Not so with the 
guardians of Uncle Sam’s Mexican bor- 
der—the hard-riding, field-soldiering 
outfits that compose the Cavalry Divi- 
sion. Their cry of “when do we eat” 
is answered by the mess-sergeant’s 
“Field Ration” cooked in an appetizing 
manner on a small compact field oven, 
which is toted on the top side of a pack- 
animal. Fueled by mesquite this oven 
is capable of preparing rations for 100 
hungry men.
